The 
Nahas government termed the out­ 
break an attempted revolution. 
The new premier in a radio ad­ 
dress to the nation pledged himself 
to fulfill the “independent unity of 
the Nile valley”—-to get the British 
out—and to maintain "stability, se­ 
curity and peace.” 
Maher Pasha, 6», before World 
War n expressed pro-British sym 
pathies, but during the war was 
interned at British insistence be­ 
cause he had talks with Britain’s 
Italian enemies. In recent months, 
however» his public statements have 
indicated he advocates a pro-West­ 
ern policy. 
Farouk, in his letter dismissing 
Nahas Pasha and his Wafdlst party 
regime, said Saturday’s orgy of riot­ 
ing. killing, burning and pillaging 
here “indicated the government over 
which you preside has not been able 
♦ to preserve peace and security* 
Western observers here antici­ 


pated that the new government 
would be more inclined to work for 
a compromise settlement of the bit­ 
ter dispute with Britain than had 
its predecessors, whose nationalist 
campaign to drive the British out 
of the fiuea and the Sudan touched 
off the rising wave of often-uncon­ 
trolled violence.

SPOT 
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VATCH OUT FOR 
ALCOHOL STAINS 


With any kind of weather, there’s 
hardly a famliy in the land that 
doesn’t serve either soft drinks or 
alcoholic drinks of some kind. 


From the standpoint of Clothes, 
and the inevitable spilling and 
staining, a few words to the wise 
can help avoid serious consequences. 


SOFT DRINKS. AU of the com­ 
mon soft drinks, such as the colas, 
rootbecrs, ginger ales and “pop” fall 
into the category of the “tannin­ 
like” stains. Invisible until heat is 
applied. Then is seen the charac­ 
teristic brown satin — usually fixed 
for good. 


When first stained, and if the 
garment is washable, sponge out 
with clear water only. NEVER USE 
SOAP. And don’t iron until absolute­ 
ly sure all the soft drink is otit. * 
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If the garment is dry-cleanable, 
do nothing. Just tell us where the 
stain is when you bring it to us for 
cleaning. 


ALCOHOLIC STAINS. 
In general, the same precaution 
should be foUowed as with soft 
drinks. The one exception is that 
alcohol frequently causes dyes to 
bleed off. There is, unfortunately, 
no real remedy for this. 


In either case — soft drink or al­ 
coholic stain — the reason for fast 
action is that the longer the stains 
stay on the fabric the more deeply 
imbedded they become to the fibers 
of the fabric and, through aging, 
the more permanently fixed.

WATCH OUT FOR 
ALCOHOL STAINS

If the garment is dry-cleanable, 
do nothing. Just tell us where the 
stain is when you bring it to us for 
cleaning. 


ALCOHOLIC STAINS. 
In general, the same precaution 
should be followed as with soft 
drinks. The one. exception is that 
alcohol frequently causes dyes to 
bleed off.«.There is, unfortunately, 
no real remedy for this. 


In either case — soft drink or al­ 
coholic stain — the reason for fast 
action is that the longer the stains 
stay on the fabric the more deeply 
imbedded they become in the fibers 
of the fabric and, through aging, . 
the more permanently fixed.

SAN FRANCISCO (/P)—Two more 
days of weather measuring up to 
Chamber of Commerce standards 
were forecast today for California 
by the U.S. Weather Bureau.

Skiers also got their first chance 
to try out the deep snows. 
It was a Sunday only excursion, 
with an 8 o’clock curfew.

time in two weeks. They71 travel 
Highway 24 over the Feather River 
route. That’s roughly two hours 
longer than U.S. 40.

Twenty-four is still dosed 
to private automobiles at Blalrsden. 
Greyhound scheduled four buses 
daily over the route each way. 
U.S. 50 Is closed east of Kyburz. 
But state Highway 36 Is open. It 
is a circuitous route via Red Bluff 
and Susanville.

Many people 
approaching ad­ 
vanced age find that they have to 
rise during the night to empty the 
bladder. A frequent or urgent need 
to urinate at night is often the 
first symptom that something is 
wrong with an aged person’s health. 
In addition, the loss of sleep, 
restlessness, worry and exhaustion 
that result have been responsible 
for irritation in many a home. 
in some cases, of course, urinating 
at night is not a sign of bodily dis­ 
order. A person may have to rise 
if he is in the habit of drinking 
excess liquids late in the evening. 
PSYCHOLOGICAL CAUSE 
Another cause is of a psychologi­ 
cal nature, since an older person is 
not as sound a sleeper as a younger 
one When an older person wakens 
in the middle of the night and can­ 
not fall asleep right away, he may 
get up and urinate just through 
habit. 
The more important causes of 
urtaating at night, however, include 
heart disease, a kidney disorder, or 
a disorder of the prostrate gland. 
Some conditions which increase the 
total amount of urine also cause a 
person to urinate more often in the 
daytime; this, however, may not be 
so noticeable or so disturbing as 


urinating frequently at night. 
In a patient with heart disease, 
excess fluid usually accumulates in 
the body tissues during the day. At 
night, this fluid tends to flow off 
through the kidneys in the form of 
excess urine, which causes a strong 
urge to urinate. Thus, early heart 
disease can force a person to rise 
several times during the night. 
EARLY HEART CONDITION 
Any disturbance of the kidney, 
bladder, prostrate gland or other 
urinary organs iray cause frequent 
night urination. An early heart con­ 
dition is the most common cause, 
however, and the most Important 
one for most people. 
It is a good idea for anyone with 
the symptoms of night urination 
to consult his physician and have 
a thorough physical examination 
This will reveal whether or not 
there is any heart or urinary dis­ 
turbance. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H.N.: I am receiving testosterone. 
I am fifty years old with severely 
high blood pressure. Gould this be 
harmful? 
Answer; Testosterone should be 
taken only under the direction of a 
physician. If he has prescribed it 
for you, I see no season why it 
should be harmful.

PAPER SCULPTURE 
The process is called paper sculp­ 
ture and differs from papier mache 
which is often used for making dec­ 
orations, in that ip paper sculpture 
“bending board,” a type of cardboard 
is used. In using papier mache a 
mold and strips of dampened pasted 
paper are used. 
The Queen is made, explained Mrs. 
Rucker, by making a huge cone of 
bending board, for her body. She is 
stapled together. A smaller cone 
turned upside down into the body 
oone makes a head. The top of the 
head cone is folded and shaped in at 
the top. Features are added by glue­ 
ing pieces on the head cone. Arms 
are managed like the head. Gar­ 
ments are added with satiny paper 
and glitter sprinkled on the brain 
of the Queen’s gown. 
“The Queen will be ‘complete 
round’ to use a sculptor’s phrase,” 
said Mrs. Rucker. “In other words 


she can be surveyed from the back 
as well as the front and sides.

The volunteers making the dec­ 
orations, as well as the other com­ 
mittees taking care of reservations, 
costumes, entertainment, refresh­ 
ments and the other many facets of 
putting on a huge benefit ball are 
giving their time and energy to help 
the Sunday Salon events committee 
of the Center, which presents the 
Sunday afternoon programs at the 
Center and sponsors free symphony 
concerts twice a year. 
Mrs. Rucker explained how the 
figures such as Alice, Tweedledum 
and Tweedledee, the Mad Hatter, 
Humpty Dumpty, the Queen and the 
Cheshire Cat are made. 
PAPER SCULPTURE 
The process is called paper sculp­ 
ture and differs from papier mache 
which is often used for making dec­ 
orations, in that ip paper sculpture 
"bending board,” a type of cardboard 
is used. In using papier mache a 
mold and strips of dampened pasted 
paper are used. 
The Queen is made, explained Mrs. 
Rucker, by making a huge cone of 
bending board, for her body. She is 
stapled together. A smaller cone 
turned upside down into the body 
cone makes a head. The top of the 
head cone Is folded and shaped in at 
the top. Features are added by glue­ 
ing pieces on the head cone. Arms 
are managed like the head. Gar­ 
ments are added with satiny paper 
and glitter sprinkled on the train 
of the Queen’s gown. 
"The Queen will be ‘complete 
rotmd’ to use a sculptor’s phrase," 
said Mrs. Rucker. "In other words 


she can be surveyed from the back 
as well as the front and sides. Other 
figures will be ’half round’ stand­ 
ing against a wall ” 
Humpty Dumpty, the special 
project of Mrs. Rucker, will be four 
feet high and sit on top of the wall 
Inside the club room. 
Tweedledum and Tweedledee, the 
only papier mache figures are be­ 
ing made by Mrs. James L. Heyne- 
mann, Belvedere, who is fashioning 
them over a tub as a mold. 
ALICE, A COLLAGE 
Alice herself and her flamingo are 
being made a collage by artist Lil­ 
lian Kendall, of Fairfax. The Imag­ 
inative Alice will reign over the 
wonderland as she stands 8'* feet 
high over the fireplace in the dtib- 
room. 
Some of the scenery being used 
to transform the Meadow *club into 
a land of fantasy for a night will 
be borrowed from the Ross Valley 
Players. 
Mrs. Rucker explained how she 
is able to execute such an undertak­ 
ing as decorating the club with 
such realistic yet’stylized* characters. 
•First, she said, a complete plan 
of the area to be decorated is made 
—measurements are taken and 
room plot is drawn to scale. Each 
spot or section of any importance 
in the room to be decorated is in­ 
dicated on the map by a small 
sketch or statement. 
Then an effect of illusion is aimed 
at. To create this feeling fantastic 
figures in paper sculpture will be 
placed here and there in the ball 
room. Guests will be greeted in the 
foyer by an eight-foot figure of* the 
Queen of Hearts standing beside a 
whimsical tree decorated with 
mythical fruit. Guests will pass 
through an Imaginary looking glass 
which is created by a large bril­ 
liantly colored frame around the 
main entrance to the dance floor. 
Mrs. Rucker is making the mirror. 
On either side of the mirror two 
brightly dressed king-size footmen 
will accent the effect. 


The walls and beams of the dance 
room will be hung with fantastic 
foliage and giant living flowers nod­ 
ding their heads as the guests go 
by. These so-called "living flowers” 
appear alive because even though 
made of paper and mounted on 
twigs, they swing and sway. 
Mrs. Rucker’s committee, most of 
them from the Marin Sculptors of 
the Marin Society of Artists, include 
Ida Day Degen, Mill Valley, who is 
making the Queen and the footmen; 
Lepore Woolams, San Anselmo, in 
charge of the flowers; Dania Bur- 
mester, San Anselmo, #io will paint 
faces on the flowers; Josephine 
Overturn, Mill Valley, who Is mak­ 
ing the out-size playing cards and 
pawns which will decorate the walls; 
Ward Montague, fashioning the 
March Hare; and Bob Kitchak, San 
Rafael, who will see that everything 
and every character is installed just 
before the dinner-dance. Others as­ 
sisting Mrs. Rucker include, Hilda 
Hood, Helen Zweig, who Is also co- 
chairman with Mrs. Mary McNulty 
of the entire affair; and Bob Shinn. 
Costumes at the party are op­ 
tional but the committees hope 
guests will come In costume. There 
will be prizes for various categories 
Masks will be sold at the affair.

Many people approaching ad­ 
vanced age find that they have to 
rise during the night to empty the 
bladder. A frequent or urgent need 
to urinate at night is often the 
first symptom that something is 
wrong with an aged person’s health. 
In addition, the loss of sleep 
restlessness, worry and exhaustion 
that result have been responsible 
for irritation in many a home. 
In some cases, of course, urinating 
at night is not a sign of bodily dis­ 
order. A person may have to rise 
if he is in the habit of drinking 
excess liquids late in the evening. 
PSYCHOLOGICAL CAUSE 
Another cause is of a psychologi­ 
cal nature, since an older person is 
not as sound a sleeper as a younger 
one. When an older person wakens 
in the middle of the night and can­ 
not fall asleep right away, he may 
get up and urinate just through 
habit. 
The more important causes of 
urinating at night, however, include 
heart disease, a kidney disorder, or 
a disorder of the prostrate gland. 
Some conditions which increase the 
total amount of urine also cause a 
person to urinate more often in the 
daytime; this, however, may not be 
so noticeable or so disturbing as 


urinating frequently at night. 
In a patient with heart disease 
excess fluid usually accumulates in 
the body tissues during the day. At 
night, this fluid tends to flow off 
through the kidneys in the form of 
excess urine, which causes a strong 
urge to urinate. Thus, early heart 
disease can force a person to rise 
several times during the night. 
EARLY HEART CONDITION 
Any disturbance of the kidney, 
bladder, prostrate gland or other 
urinary organs ray cause frequent 
night urination. An early heart con­ 
dition is the most common cause, 
however, and the most important 
one for most people. 
It is a good idea for anyone with 
the symptoms of night urination 
to consult his physician and have 
a thorough physical examination. 
This will reveal whether or not 
there is any heart or urinary dis­ 
turbance. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H.N.: I am receiving testosterone. 
I am fifty years old with severely 
high blood pressure. Could this be 
harmful? 
Answer: Testosterone should be 
taken only under the direction of a 
physician. If he has prescribed it 
for you, I see no season why it 
should be harmful.

The intricacies of the Air Defense 
system that guards the skies over 
their communities, and the ma­ 
chinery that makes it operational, 
was unfolded fpr nearly 250 Marin 
children and their fathers at Ham­ 
ilton Air Force Bate Sunday. 
As members of the recently- 
formed Kentfield-Greenbrae Dad’s 
club, the fathers brought their 
children to the Marin air base on 
a “neighborly visit" at the invita­ 
tion of the base commander, Col­ 
onel James W. Andrew.

Judge Martinelli Lauded 
As 'On Side Of People' 
matter of fa ct 


It teeaaf a bit anti-climitica! for ut to try 
now to add our commendations to those already 
bestowed by bigger and more important people 
and institutions than we are, on our Superior 
Judge Jordon Martinelli. 


We refer to the high praise he received last 
week following his denial of a request to close 
his courtroom to the public in order to save 
litigant from possible embarrassment. 
Co-chairman Lowell Jessen of the Freedom 
of Information committee of the state news­ 
paper association summed up the situation 
when he stated: 


"In these times of constant encroachment on 
the public's right to know what its government 
and public servants are doing, it is refreshing 
and encouraging to hear of a high official who 
displays such commendable faith in the in­ 
telligence of the people. 


“Successful self-government and the preserva­ 
tion of our traditional American freedoms de­ 
pends on an informed citizenry. The more every 
citizen knows about ail branches of his govern­ 
ment-judicial as well as executive and legisla­ 
tive—the better his government most certainly 
will be. 


“Judge Maninelii s expressed views about 
the necessity for keeping his courtroom open to 
the public constitute an eloquent declaration 
of these principles and he deserves the highest 
praise for the stand he has taken in favor of 
freedom of information.“ 


In explaining his decision to deny the request 
for a “closed“ session, Judge Martinelli had 
declared that the courts exist to serve the public 
and that the court room is a public place just 
like the dty hall or the fire house. 


The public has every right to visit those 
places and see what's going on, he said. 
Judge Martinelli correctly noted that not 
many citizens attend court just to see what is 
going on, but they should, nevertheless have the 
right to witness the proceedings if they care to. 
In the particular c a s e i n v o l v e d , the 
Independent-Journal published but few of the 
details, but, to quote Judge Martinelli again, 
“there is and should be an understanding bet- 
ween the pre», the court and litigant that the 
press can and will always distinguish between 
news and scandal. 
“The press are the eyes and the ears of the 
people. It is through the press that they see, 
and hear, and learn the things which they have 
the right to approve or disapprove.“ 
All too many public officials in our ex­ 
perience have indicated an opposite view: that 
the less the public knows, the better. 
We are at once proud and gratified to find

Sen. Taft Shouldn't 
Count His Chickens 
Before They Hatch 


By JOSEPH and 
STEWART ALSOP 
WASHINGTON—In the .general 
political hurly burly, too little at­ 
tention is being paid to news from 
the South that may decisively in­ 
fluence the struggle for the Repub­ 
lican nomination. 
In brief, the 
Southern delegates rounded up by 
the forces of Senator Robert A. 
Taft show signs of not staying 
rounded up after all. 
As everyone ought to know, the 
traffic in Republican delegates 
from the South Is the only branch 
of trade In human flesh not out­ 
lawed by the 14th amendment 
and the Mann Act. The leading 
practioner for many a year has 
been John Marshall, a Washington 
lawyer and longtime Taft friend. 
By the exertions of Marshall and 
other Taft lieutenants, the Talt 
forces have come into every con­ 
vention from 1940 onwards with 
a nice lot of human cattle from 
the Southern states. 


IN THE CURRENT STRUGGLE, 
the Taft camp claims to have se­ 
cured over 150 Southern delegates 
already. 
This herd, if not dis­ 
persed before convention time, 
will be a Taft asset every bit as 
Important as the Illinois and Ohio 
delegations. 
These facts constitute no criti­ 
cism of Senator Taft, since the 
supporters of every other Repub­ 
lican 
candidate seek Southern 
delegates in precisely the same 
manner, and merely envy the su­ 
perior skill of the Taftian experts. 
Political human nature being po­ 
litical human nature, the distinct­ 
ly sordid quadrennial struggle for 
Southern delegates Is an Inevi­ 
table result of the immense over­ 
representation of the one-party 
Smith in the Republican conven­ 
tion. At the same time, there is 
no doubt at all that serious losses 
In the Southern delegation will be 
about the most serious setback the 
Taft movement can suffer. 


ALL THIS IN TURN highlights 
to significance the stirrings in the 
South since General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower declared his Republi­ 
canism and hu candidacy. 
Be­ 
cause the Huey Long 
dynasty 
struggle to perpetuate itself af­ 
forded the main drama of the 
recent Louisiana primary, no one 
has ever noticed that the Taft 
forces in Louisiana simultaneously 
suffered a heavy setback. 
The improbable appearance of 
two Republican candidates for 
lieutenant governor cause a Re­ 
publican primary ako to be held 
in Louisiana last week. By ion« 
quirk in the Louisiana law, the 
voting was limited to New Orleans 
Parish. But New Orleans Parish, 
which is of count vastly the most 
important in the State, a pro- 
Eisenhower faction headed by the 
able lawyer, 
John M. 
Wisdom, 
swept the board. Of twelve place* 
on the state central committee, 


Eisenhower men took ten: and of 
twenty places on the parish execu­ 
tive committee, Elsenhower men 
took fifteen. 


IT 18 NOT CLEAR as yet whe­ 
ther this initial defeat will upaet 
Republican national committee­ 
man John E. Jackson’s traditional 
control of Louisiana’s thirteen Re­ 
publican delegates. 
Jackson, the 
Taft leader in the state, can per­ 
haps neutralize Wisdom’s triumph 
in New Orleans by appealing to 
other Louisiana parishes. Yet this 
recent vote of Louisiana Republi­ 
cans must «till be accounted a 
highly significant straw in 
the 
wind. Louisiana can no longer be 
called in the bag for Taft, which 
has been the phrase thus far 
rather complacently used at Taft 
headquarters. Wisdom claims, in­ 
deed, that he will take an Eisen­ 
hower delegation to Chicago. 
Another State officially claimed 
as In the hag for Taft was Ken­ 
tucky. Judge 
Charles 
Dawson, 
Republican senatorial nominee at 
% the last election and titular lead­ 
er of Kentucky Republicans, some 
time ago 
organized a 
pro-Taft 
movement including 105 of the 
party chieftains in 
tha 
state. 
Again, there seemed to be no like­ 
lihood that Taft would be success­ 
fully challenged in Kentucky until 
Elsenhower announced. 


ALMOST AT THAT MOMENT, 
however, an Eisenhower movement 
took shape, headed by the hard­ 
hitting Representative Thurston 
Morton of Louisville and Judga 
James Park, of Lexington. Howes 
Mead, former congressman from 
Kentucky's Republican mountain 
district, has joined in, along with 
several other men of influence, and 
former Senator John Sherman 
Cooper, the Kenutcky Republican 
commanding the widest personal 
support, is also strongly cooperat­ 
ing.

Flood Losses Deductible 
If Not Fully Insured

Your casualty losses are always 
deductible. You have a choice of 
where to deduct them. 
Did you suffer any loss of prop, 
erty not connected with your trade 
or business in 1951 by reason of 
fire, storm, ship­ 
wreck or other 
casualty, or from 
theft? If so, such 
loss is deductible 
on page 3 of * 
form 1940. 
Any such loss 
deduction must 
be taken in the 
year the loss is 
sustained and is 
not paid by in­ 
s u r a n c e 
or Peter J. Wikel 
othwwise. For instance: Y o u r 
house is burned in 1951 and the 
actual loss is $12,000. You carried 
$10,000 insurance which was paid. 
Then you had a deductible loss of 
$2.000 
However, the loss cannot exceed 
the cost of the property, regard­ 
less of the value at the time of the 
lose. 
• 
The amount of your loss is the 
lair market value of the property 
immediately prim- to the loss, lees 
the value of the property im­ 
mediately after the loss. However, 
your loss can never be in excess of 
your cost; less any allowable de­ 
preciation. 
You cannot deduct losses due to 
your negligence, personal injuries 
to yourself or another, accidental 
loss by you of cash or other,per­ 
sonal property, property lost , in 
storage or transit, damage by in­ 
sects, iu$t or erosion; or animals 
or plants, damaged or destroyed 
by insects or disease. 


If your automobile was damaged 
as a result of collision you have a 
deductible casualty loss, unless the 
accident was the result of your 
wilful negligence. If your auto­ 
mobile was damaged by any other 
casualty, such as wind blowing a 
tree down on our car, flood, 
freezing of the radiator by un­ 
naturally cold weather, fire or 
theft, etc., you have a deductible 
casualty loss. 
This deduction is often over­ 
looked in case of a collision. For 
instance: You have a collision and 
the insurance company pays for 
the repairs, all except the first $35 
or $50 or $100. The amount you 
paid is a casualty loss deduction. 
Theft loses must be deducted in 
the year loss occurs, and you should 
be prepared to show the loss was 
actually a theft. Articles misplaced 
or lost by you are not deductible. 
Neither ere articles lost in transit 
or In storage. It is not enough to 
believe that the article must have 
been stolen because you cannot 
locate it, you must show that it 
actually was stolen. Usually report­ 
ing the theft to the p o l i c e is 
accepted as evidence that such a 
theft occurred. 


The amount of your lots is the 
fair market value of the article at 
the time of the theft, but never in 
excess of the original cost. If you 
are compensated for such theft by 
insurance, then the amount of your 
loss is reduced by the amount 
collected. If the stolen property is 
recovered in a damaged condition, 
then your loss is the cost of re­ 
turning the article to the tewie 
condition it was immediately prior 
to the theft, but not in excess of 
the original coat of the article and 
not if ¿uch expanses are compen­ 
sated by insurance or otherwise.

TODAY'S BUSINESS MIRROR 
Businessmen Brace Selves 
For Unpleasant Jolts 


By SAM DAWSON 
NE WYORK (4*)—Businessmen 
are bracing themselves for some 
fairly unpleasant jolts in the weeks 
just ahead, 
Some will be largely psychologi­ 
cal. 
The Jolts will come from 
comparisons of current and de­ 
veloping conditions with the boom­ 
ing opening weeks of 1951, when 
retail sales and prices were soar­ 
ing, industrial production climb­ 
ing and profits at peak highs. 
Some of the jolts will be real— 
production slowdowns and layoffs 
until defense production takes up 
the slack of lagging civilian out­ 
put. 


HERE ARE SOME of the jolte 
that may lie just ahead: 
T. Annual profit statements of 
corporations have started flowing. 
Many are pleasant reading, but 
show sharp drops from 1950, owing 
to rising operating costs bumping 
price ceilings, and to the heavy 
hand of the tax collector. 
2. Retail sales figures probably 
will fall behind last year’s abnor­ 
mal scare buying for a few more 
weeks—scare buying didn’t end 
until February. These unpleasant, 
if unfair, comparisons may fright­ 
en store buyers from ordering. But 
retail sales are far from bad most 
places, and sales totals for many 
nondurables are running ahead of 
the production rate now, foreshad­ 
owing factory pickups later. 


3. INDUSTRIAL P R O D U C ­ 
TION may slip further before it 
starts to rise again in response 


to defense output. The index hit 
a peak of 223 per cent of the 1935- 
39 average in May, and has slip­ 
ped back to 218 or below by now. 
But the cutback in production 
of civilian goods to save scarce 
metal is actually enabling some 
Industries to bring production and 
inventories into better balance 
with customer demand, and may 
be preparing the way for a pick­ 
up in demand later. 
Unemployment,' however, 
will 
grow as a result of any further 
drop in production. 
In Decem­ 
ber 1,674,000 were looking for jobs. 
Many believe that even more are 
unemployed now. 
But weekly earnings of workers 
are running $3 above a year ago. 
For all manufacturing the over­ 
age is now $65.25. 


i. WHOLESALE 
PRICES 
in 
general have been weak for some 
time and are beginning to fall be­ 
hind the year ago level, instead 
of encouraging buying, chopping 
wholesale prices often turn buyers 
wary and waiting. They’ll return 
to the market when, and if, scar­ 
cities finally begin to develop and 
prices start up again. 
But against these psychological 
and perhaps fancied jolts to our 
inflated economy, can be ranged 
the prospect of more inflation in­ 
herent in Increased governmental 
spending—the stupendous size of 
which was accented in the presi­ 
dent’s budget message. 
This leads many to believe that 
any jolts just ahead could be fair, 
ly brief and any business turn­ 
down relatively shallow.

Judge Martinelli Lauded 
As 'On Side Of People' 


It Menu a bit anti-climatieal for ui to try 
now to add our commendations to tbose already 
bestowed by bigger and more important people 
and institutions than we are, on our Superior 
Judge*Jordon Martinelli. 


We refer to the high praise he received last 
week following his denial of a request to close 
his courtroom to the public in order to save 
litigant from possible embarrassment.

“Judge Martinelli’s expressed views about 
the necessity for keeping his courtroom open to 
the public constitute an eloquent declaration 
of these principles and he deserves the highest

In explaining his decision to deny the request 
for a "closed” session, Judge Martinelli had 
declared that the courts exist to serve the public 
and that the court room is a public place just 
like the city hall or the fire house. 


The public has every right to visit those 
places and see what’s going on, he said. 
Judge Martinelli correctly noted that not 
many citizens attend court just to see what is 
going on, but they should, nevertheless have the 
right to witness the proceedings if they care to. 
In the particular c a s e i n v o l v e d , the 
Independent-Journal published but few of the 
details, but, to quote Judge Martinelli again, 
“there is and should be an undemanding bet­ 
ween the press, the court and litigant that the 
press can and will always distinguish between 
news and scandal. 
“The pres* are the eyes and the ears of the 
people. It is through the press that they see, 
and hear, and learn the things which they have 
the right to approve or disapprove.”

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Flood Losses Deductible 
If Not Fully Insured

Your casualty losses are always 
deductible. You have a choice of 
where to deduct them. 
Did you suffer any loss of prop, 
erty not connected with your trade 
or business in 1951 by reason of 
fire, storm, ship­ 
wreck or other 
casualty, or from 
theft? If so, such 
loss is deductible 
on p a g e 3 of 
form 1040. 


Any such loss 
deduction must 
be taken in the 
year the loss is 
sustained and is 
not paid by in­ 
s u r a n c e 
o r Peter J. Wikel 
otherwise. For instance; Y o u r 
house is burned in 1951 and the 
actual loss is $12,000. You carried 
$10,00() insurance which was paid. 
Then you had a deductible loss of 
$2,000. 
However, the loss cannot exceed 
the cost of the property, regard­ 
less of the value at the time of the 
loss. 
• 
The amount of your loss is the 
fair market value of the property 
immediately prior to the loss, lees 
the value of the property im­ 
mediately after the loss. However, 
your loss can never be in excess of 
your cost; less any allowable de­ 
preciation. 
You cannot deduct losses due to 
your negligence, personal injuries 
to yourself or another, accidental 
loss by you of cash or other,per- 
sonai property, property lost.in 
storage or transit, damage by in­ 
sects, rust or erosion; or animals 
or plants, damaged or destroyed 
by insects or disease. 


* If your automobile was damaged 
as a result of collision you have a 
deductible casualty loss, unless the 
accident was the result of your 
wilful negligence. If your auto­ 
mobile was damaged by any other 
casualty, such as wind blowing a 
tree down on our car, flood, 
freezing of the radiator by un. 
naturally cold weather, fire or 
theft, etc., you have a deductible 
casualty loss. 
This deduction is often over­ 
looked in case of a collision. For 
instance: You have a collision and 
the insurance company pays for 
, the repairs, all except the first $25 
or $50 or $100. The amount you 
paid is a casualty loss deduction. 


Theft loses must be deducted in 
the year loss occurs, and you should 
be prepared to show the loss was 
actually a theft. Articles misplaced 
or lost by you are not deductible. 
Neither are articles lost in transit 
or in storage. It is not enough to 
believe that the article must have 
been stolen because you cannot 
locate it, you must show that it 
actually was stolen. Usually report­ 
ing the theft to the p o l i c e is 
accepted as evidence that such a 
theft occurred. 


The amount of your loas is the 
fair market value of the article at 
the time of the theft, but never in 
excess of the original cost If you 
are compensated for such theft by 
insurance, then the amount of your 
loss is reduced by the amount 
collected. If the stolen property Is 
recovered In a damaged condition, 
then your loss is the cost of re- * 
turning the article to the same 
condition it was immediately prior 
to the theft, but not in excess of 
the original cost of the article and 
not if such expenses are compen­ 
sated by Insurance or otherwise.

NE WYORK (>P)—Businessmen 
are bracing themselves for some 
fairly unpleasant jolts In the weeks 
just ahead. 
Some will be largely psychologi­ 
cal. 
The jolts will come from 
comparisons of current and de­ 
veloping conditions with the boom­ 
ing opening weeks of 1951, when 
retail sales and prices were soar­ 
ing, industrial production climb­ 
ing and profits at peak highs. 
Some of the jolts will be real— 
production slowdowns and layoffs 
until defense production takes up 
the slack of lagging civilian out­ 
put. 


HERE ARE SOME of the jolts 
that may lie just ahead: 
f. Annual profit statements of 
corporations have started flowing. 
Many are pleasant reading, but 
show sharp drops from 1950, owing 
to rising operating costs bumping 
price ceilings, afid to the heavy 
hand of the tax collector. 
2. Retail sales figures probably 
will fall behind last year’s abnor­ 
mal scare buying for a few more 
weeks—scare buying didn’t end 
until February. These unpleasant, 
If unfair, comparisons may fright­ 
en store buyers from ordering. But 
retail sales are far from bad most 
places, and sales totals for many 
nondurables are running ahead of 
the production rate now, foreshad­ 
owing factory pickups later. 


3. INDUSTRIAL P R O D U C- 
TION may slip further before it 
starts to rise again in response 


to defensa output. The index hit 
a peak of 223 per cent of the 1931- 
39 average in May, and haa «lip­ 
ped back to 218 or below by now. 
But the cutback in production 
of civilian goods to save scare# 
metal is actually enabling tomo 
industries to bring production and 
inventories into better balance 
with customer demand, and may 
be preparing the way for a plek- 
up in demand later. 
Unemployment, * however, 
will 
grow as a result of any further 
drop in production. 
In Deeem- 
• ber 1,674,000 were looking for Jobe. 
Many believe that even mor# aro 
unemployed now. 
But weekly earnings of work*» 
are running $3 above a year ago. 
For all manufacturing the aver­ 
age is now $65.25. 


4. WHOLESALE 
PRICES 
in 
general have been weak for some 
time and are beginning to fall be­ 
hind the year ago level, instead 
of encouraging buying, diopping 
wholesale prices often turn buyers 
wary and waiting. They’ll return 
to the msrket when, and if, scar­ 
cities finally begin to develop and 
prices start up again. 
But against these psychologies! 
and perhaps fancied jolts to our 
inflated economy, can be ranged 
the prospect of more inflation in­ 
herent in Increased governmental 
spending—the stupendous size of 
which was accented in the presi­ 
dent’s budget message. 
This leads many to believe that 
any jolts just ahead could be fair­ 
ly brief and any business turn­ 
down relatively shallow.

Ray claimed he did not know the 
gun was under the seat of the car. 
In his argument to the jury, Chief 
.Deputy District Attorney W, O. 
Weissich praised San Rafael police 
and sheriffs deputies for their 
'treatment of 'prisoners. 
He noted that Ray had made no 
claim that he was mistreated by 
police, and added, "I am proud, and 
I think you should be proud, that 
your police departments in this 
county don’t operate the way many 
of them do.*

Superior Judge Thomas Keating, 
who presided at the one day trial 
ordered an investigation before he 
pronounced judgment, though Ray 
is not eligible for probation.
